John  Benson,  BYU’s  rebound- 
ing whiz  and  playmaker,  will 
help  Tebbs  direct  traffic  Thurs- 
day night.  Benson  led  the  Cou- 
gar rebounding  last  week-end 
and  set-up  many  of  the  plays, 
which  gave  the  Cougars  two  im- 
pressive victories.  Ed  Pinegar, 
also  a top  rebounder  and  scor- 
er, will  be  Benson’s  mate  on 
the  forward  line. 

Hersch  Pedersen,  also  break- 
ing a mid-season  slump  last 
week-end,  will  be  at  the  post. 
Pedersen  earned  18  points 
against  New  Mexico  and  12 
while  playing  Denver.  The  big 
boy  had  one  of  his  worst  games 
at  Logan  two  weeks  ago  with 
only  five  points.  "Bones"  will 
be  out  to  revenge  that  night- 
mare.
